The School Board beg leave to submit the following re- 
port for the year ending March 1st, 1890. 

There seems to be a growing interest in the community 
in regard to the education of the rising generation. The 
pupils are more mindful of their own good in this respect 
than formerly, while the parents, outgrowing their indiffer- 
ence, visit the schools often, thus giving their children more 
courage to work, without which they cannot make much 
progress. There has been no trouble in any school to hin- 
der the advancement of the scholars, and the teachers, one 
and all, have worked faithfully in the discharge of their 
duties. | 

On account of a mistake, the school books were not fur- 
nished so promptly as we would otherwise have had them, 
but we hope to be able to have the books on hand before 
the schools begin next season. 

We will again call your attention to the South Milton 
schoolhouse, which is unfit for school purposes, and is a 
disgrace to the town. If a school is to be kept in this 
district, let us have mercy on the pupils and teachers, and 
have a better house. 
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There is urgent need of a new school room to accommo- 
date the pupils in the primary department at Milton Mills. 
This school is too large ; it should be divided. No teacher 
can do justice to all the pupils. A new school room should 
be built, or the schoolhouse in district No. 3 should be 


moved to that village, in order that the school be properly 
graded and cared for.
